UQUID FUEL 


Belteved Thai tc Will 4'eme late reniMoa 
Vse #■ Leeemotlves sad etmiiif rs. 

The great advantages asserted for 
liquid fuel are the absence of smoke 
and the large eeonomy effected in the 
storage of oil a« ooanpared with coal, 
and these advantages are most desir¬ 
able on warshipe. It has been found 
that a much longer duration of supply 
may be obtained from a given space 
stowed with petroleum than from the 
same place stowed with coal, and also 
that e ton of oil will do as much work 
as two and a half tons of coal. There 
seems to be no doubt of the superiority 
of petroleum over coal aa a motive 
power for engines, provided that it 
may be applied adequately and with¬ 
out waste of its utility. 

There ia nothing new about the use 
of liquia ruel on locomotives. This fuel 
has long driven the trains on tne 
Trana-Caspian Railroad, and it is al»o 
in use on the Trans-Siberian.

What the IsglMUtonof the Conntrj 
are Doing at Ottawa. 

I THE CI^Y OF OTTAWA: 

A biil of which Air. Fielding ban giT- 
en notice, in regard to the city of Ot¬ 
tawa, is for tba purpose of granting 
#60,000 annually to the eUj in lien oi 
whatever olaims the city may hare 
against the Government tor municipal 
purposee. What the city aaked final¬ 
ly was #65,000. 

The money will be expended under 
the supervision of a commission ap¬ 
pointed by the Government from lead¬ 
ing citizens who will act with the 
City Council, and the first expendi¬ 
ture will likely be made on Welling¬ 
ton street, opposite the Parliament 
buildings. 

INSURANCE BILL. / 

The Comnftttee on Banking and 
Commerce, dealt with the bill of the 
Ministers of Railways, to anaend the 
Insurance Act. The chief feature of 
the bill is a pirovision changing the 
rate of interest which it shall be cal- 
rate of interest which it shall be cal¬ 
culated insurance companies’ reserves 
shall earn. At present the rate is 
4 1-2 per ^cent. The bill has under¬ 
gone some changes since it was in¬ 
troduced, and it now provides that 
after January 1, the rate connected 
with all new /business shall be 31-2 
per cent, while on old business the 
rate shall remain on a 4 1-2 per cent, 
basis, Qntil 1907, when it will be re¬ 
duced to 4 per cent. After 1912 the 
rate on all business will be 31-2 per 
cent. 

A strong effort will be made dur¬ 
ing the present session of Parliament 
to induco the Administratioa to ask 
Parliament to guarantee the bonds of 
the St. Clair &, Lake Erie Ship Canal, 
which it IS * proposed to construct 
through Essex County, thus saving 741 
mUes of navigation and enabling ves¬ 
sels to escape the tortuous and some¬ 
what dangerous Detroit River. 

BEET ROOT SUGAR. 

Dr. Sprouie moved "that having re¬ 
gard to the large importations of sugar 
into Canadax for home consumption, 
amounting to 239,670,036 pounds in the 
year 1898, at a cost of #4,868,956, and 
that it has been demonstrated beyond 
a doubt that the cultivation of the 
sugar beet in the Dominion is not only 
feasible, but is beiug successfully 
grown in many parts oi the country at

Several 
hundred women and children came in¬ 
to the Americ^jin line for refuge, and 
the road from Bacoora was covered all 
day long with processions of them, on 
foot and in carts, driving animals and 
carrying goods on their heads. The , 
appearance of the battlefield testified 1 
to the fierceness of yesterday's fight- ; 
ing Th* tries along the river between 
the line.s are almost torn down by bul¬ 
lets. [ tl’he American officers esti¬ 
mate that 100 were killed and that 300

The American troops ' 
will soon control the coast to Cavite. i 
After crossing the river the troops 
were withdrawn, with the exception of 
the 9th and 21st Infantry, these regi¬ 
ments being left with four guns to 
guard the bridge.

The 
regiments formed into line rapidly and 
coolly, though under fire, and cheer¬ 
ing rushed into the woods, driving (he 
enemy a mile away, the Filipinos 
disputing every foot. The 14th en¬ 
camped across the river, the men car¬ 
ing for many of the wounded Filipi¬ 
nos Bright prisoners were -captured.

The"p?t^gi«s»ive business man or the 
enterprising commercial institution 
invariably lakes advantage of a season 
of prosperity and growing trade to 
improve the facilities for yet larger 
business, and in the same way the 
country looks to the Government to 
take advantage of like favorable oppor* 
tunitiis. Because $38,000,000 was an 
extravagant and excessive expenditure 
three or four years ago that fact is not 
in itself a proof that $43,000,000 is an 
♦ xcesbive expenditure to-^ay. A man 
with an income of $1,000 would not be 
justified in spending $1,100. but if his 
business developed till be was making 
$1,500, he w'ould be fully justified in 
increasing hie outlay to $1,400 if the 
growth of his business demanded it 
and ho would be better off and in a 
more prosperous condition with the 
bigger outlay than with the smaller. 

It is not likely that any exception 
will be taken to this argument oven as 
it stands, but wheq in addition it is 
borne in mind that the old expendi¬ 
tures so Btrenuously opposed by the 
Liberals when in Opposition were 
tremendously augmented by scandalous 
misappropriations, ruinous prices paid 
to partisan contractors, deliberate 
steals in this department and that, all 
of which was proved before the Public 
Accounts Committee ; while on the 
other hand there Is not even a sugges¬ 
tion of crookedness in one single 
exi^enditure under the present admin¬ 
istration, tlie proposition I am con¬ 
tending for is immeasurably strength¬ 
ened. There is'all the difference in the 
world between proper expenditure aud 
reckless extrayagauce, and the country 
is not going to be fooled by the sophis¬ 
tries, e(—^>eakers and writers who 
would have us believe that the Liberal 
party to-day is guilty of the very 
offence which they so strenuously 
criticized when in Opposition.

REPAIRING WATCHEa 


Bow Jewelers Tell When Thev Were 
Last In Tbelr Hands. 

Thero was a crowd around the counter 
of a down town jewelry store where 
watches are received for repairs. A wom- 
^ who was evidently in a hurry made 
her way to the place where the man with 
the magnifying gloss stood and handed a 
little watch to him. 

‘“Will you please tell me what ails this 
watch?” she'asked. 

The watch doctor opened the case dollb- 
erdlely, peered into the works and said, 
**I#needs cleaning.” ' 

“My, that seems strange 1” said the 
woman.. “Yoil cleaned it only a few 
months ago.” 

“Is that so?” asketl the man and opened 
the case once more and made another ex¬ 
amination with the aid of a miniature 
microscope. Then ho handed the watch 
back and said, “We cleaned this watch 
two years ago, and it has not been in our 
hands since that time.” 

“Is that so? I must be mistaken; but 
bow do you know when it was cleaned 
last?” V 

The man explained that It was no trick 
of memory,ti>but simply the result of a sys¬ 
tem. “Whenever a watch is brought to 
us,” he said, “to bo cleaned, regulated, 
repaired or ‘fixed up’ wo put a tag on it, 
which is numbered to correspond with a 
number in our workbook. In the book 
we recortPtho stylo and make of the watch, 
the owno^, what repiiirs are to be inatle 
and the amount charged for the work, and 
when the workman finishes the job he 
puts the same number in inicro.scopic fig¬ 
ures on the edge of the inner case. A let¬ 
ter or sign hlso shows wiiat has been done 
to the watch. So, you sec, when a watch 
comes here wo look for a mark of that 
kind, and when wo find it we refer to the 
book,'and there voii are.” 

The woman loft the wateh with the man 
of system, and when she hail gone he said: 
“That hapiiens many times every cijiy. 
Wo have the most fun with the people who 
say, ‘You giianmtecd this watch for.'i year 
when you rt'paired it, and hero it is out of 
onlcr again.’ Tho glass usually reveals 
the fact that the watch was ‘due to break' 
months and sometimes years ago.” 

All watchmakers keep records and mark 
the watches which are placed with thorn 
for repairs, but no two have tho same sys¬ 
tem. Homo makers mark tho watch with 
tho name of the workman and a record 
number after It, some mark tho date and 
tho workman’s initial on tho case, and 
others have signs in conjunction with 
these de.signatious to show just whnt work 
has twanx done on tho timepiece. 

This systom of marking and recording 
watches is of much service to the police 
also, and lost and stolen watches are iden¬ 
tified daily by means of tho watchmaker’s 
private marks.

ANCIENT SPEAKING STATUES. 

Mnsiiero Telln of the Mechanical 
StatiiCM of lOicyptInniCEiudM. 

M. Gaston Maspcrt>, tho well known 
French Egyptologist, ha.s rintcntly writt<<n 
an iutoresting articio on tho “.spoaking 
8tatue.s” of ancient Egypt. Ho Bays that 
tb^Btatucs of .‘Himc of tho goils were inado 
of jointed jiarts and wero supposed to com- 
miinicato with the faithful by speech, 
signs and otlier movements. They vvero 
made of woo<l, painted or gilded. Their 
hands could bo raised and lowered and 
their heads movwl, but it is not known 
whether their feet could bo put in motion. 
When ono of tho faithful asked for advice, 
their god nnswentl either by signs or 
words. Occasional ly long Bpceches were 
made, and at other times tho answer w'as 
simply an inclination of the head. 

Ev(‘ry temple had priests wbo.se spticial 
duty it was to a.ssist the statues to make 
thcBo communicatioiLS. Tho priests did 
not make any mystery of their jiart in the 
proceedings. It was believed that tho 
priests were intennediary between tho 
gods and mortals, and tho prie.sts them¬ 
selves had a very exaltixl idea of their call¬ 
ing. They firmly lioltoved that tho souls 
of divinities inhabited tho'statues, and 
they always approached them with reli¬ 
gious fear and reverence. 

Those priests would stand liohlnd tho 
statues and move their heads or hands or 
speak for them, never doubting that at 
that moment their movements and Wf>rds 
wore inspired by tho divine spirit dwelling 
in tho statues. ThQ statues were regarded 
as so very much alive that in war they 
sharcHl tho fate of those people who.so dei¬ 
ties they were. Tluw were taken prison¬ 
ers, condemned to death or given into 
slavery—In other word.s, placed in tho 
temples of the conquering goil.s. If they 
wero returned to their own temples, they 
bore inscriptions testifying to their defeat 
and Imprisonment.

In an Intarriew made publle last 
antumn, the Ciar propoeed aa a part 
of hie aoheme to aTert war, the deter¬ 
mination beforehand what each pow¬ 
er would do if menaced bj another 
power. This waa, of oourae, aimply a 
proposal for arbitration, for a refer¬ 
ence of the oauaee of dispute to a 
third party, who should examine them 
and decide on which aide Justice lay. 
This proposal has been embodied in the 
programme for diacussioo at The 
Hague Oonferenoe, the first section 
dealing with the restriction of arma¬ 
ments and military expenditures, and 
the second with the laws governing 
civilized warfare. It will thus be 
within the power of the conference to 
greatly promote the application of the 
principle of arbitration to internation¬ 
al differences. Indeed, should it fail 
to further it, at least so far as to 
provide for resort to it in minor dis¬ 
putes, the hollowness of the present 
professions of peace will be mani¬ 
fest. 

There is no doubt that there is a 
growing disposition among the govern¬ 
ments to resort to arbitration, and 
that it is confirmed by every new ap¬ 
plication of it. Kings and statesmen 
do not want war, knowing’ too well 
how incalculable the liabilities are, 
and what imperfect instruments their 
own judgments are for the guidance of 
the huge masses of men which war 
will now set in motion. The minor 
states would welcome the establish¬ 
ment of an international tribunal for 
the adjustment of all differences. 
What the great powers are yet unwill¬ 
ing to do is to bind them.selves to any 
general and permanent scheme of ar- 
biiration. And that unwillingnovss 
will doubtless continue until the coer¬ 
cive power of piililic opinoin is as great 
In international affairs, as it is 
in the affairs of the individual state. 


For war and the progressive growth 
of armaments are due primarily to the 
fears and conflicting interests of the 
different peoples. It is the masses 
who in their fears and jealousies, and j 
greeds, urge on the rulers. And the | 
latter are unwilling to tie their hands 
against what may heclear demand' 
of the pet'ple. The arguments they ad- , 
Vance against any universal scheme of i 
arbitration are str.jng ones. The ver¬ 
dict might not be accepted. Did na¬ 
tions always act upon common sense, ^ 
and were the issues arising always 
those of fact, reference of differences 
t«» a court would be possible. But na¬ 
tions are not always sensible, and the ' 
questions ari.sing between them are 
often not those of fact. Would a great 
power in the last resort accept the ad¬ 
verse decLsion of any tribunal in a case 
where national honor was involved?, 
Would it say: "That is a matter 
about which I will accept no interfer¬ 
ence ?" Again, would a great power 
acquiesce in an adverse verdict which 
deprived it of any c<msideruble por- | 
tion of its own territory? Italy, it is j 
understood, would have declined to 
participate in the Peace Conference ' 
lad there been any intention to raise 
;he questioQ of the temporal power of 
he Pap.icy. And the conference was

True, a state refusing to ac¬ 
cept an adverse verdict, or declaring 
war on another state, might be occu- 
pi«'d by the, annies of the remaining 
priwcrs. But there is little probabil¬ 
ity ih.it such an agreement could now 
he carried out. For the adoption of 
any general .sy.steia of arbitration the 
w u Id will have to wait until the 
thoughts of mankind, at least of civi-, 
lized mankinil, have t>een concen^rat- 
cjl upon t^ miinienmee of peace. It 
Li th.- value of such conferences as that 
at The Hague, that they do thus con¬ 
centrate thdiighl and organize feelmgs 
and convictions in favor of proposlyls 
having peace for their object and aiiii. 
In lime the force of the opinion thus 
created may be strong enough to con¬ 
trol in international affairs, and to 
give the world a fixed tribunal of ar¬ 
bitration. Meantime, there is hope 
that the proposals for a limited form' 
of arbitration, to be made by the Am¬ 
erican and British delegates, may be 
adopted, and thus mark the first step 
in the evolution of such a dominating 
current of conviction.

^ Brlll'ili I'lllOH. 

Few' iieople who observed the ready 
sale which bunched “prims,” as they 
are named by the trade, secured on 
Primrose Dny in the streets of Lon¬ 
don and other centers iiossibly gave a 
thought as to the extensive nature of 
the busrnoss, says the London Mail. 

, From twenty reiwris from different 
leading cities just to hand, it seems 
that over 4,000,000 bunches of primroses 
were despatched for sale to meet the 
requixements of Primrose Day. These 
bunches contained probably something 
like 96,000,000 blooms. Estimating 4,- 
000,000 plants as being needed to giye 
yield, thi^y would, set a foot apart 
each way in the filds, occupy more 
than n’liety acres of land. Of course 
the flow'ers really are gathered in the 
woods, by the he^erows, and in rural 
nooks, and the ^ bulk come from the 
souThern count of England. 

As far as i^ofit is concerned it is a 
question if tfey yield anyone bnt the 
flower-girls a rVij^unerative balance, 
for tJiey are often sold in the markets 
as low as 3<i. a dozen bunches. More 
primroses come into London last week 
than for a corresponding period in any

**Tbe great develofXDent of railroad 
travel fifty years benoe will undoubt¬ 
edly be along tbe line of ur^an and 
suburban rapid transit. • Loog-^ia- 
tanoe steam railroads, as we know 
them to-day, carrying both fraigbt and 
paasengere, are in scmie respects at the 
apex of their achievement. Speed U 
for all practical purposes limited to 
the maximum of sixty miiee an hour, 
or but little more. Tbe item of com¬ 
fort has reached a point where there 
is little left to be desired. Accidents 
affecting life and limib on a modern 
passenger railway have been reduced 
to a percentage so low that it is act¬ 
ually safer to travel on a railway 
train than to walk along a city .street. 

’Tt is possible that for some time 
to come long-distance travel will con¬ 
tinue to follow the same general lines 
as now exist. Steam locomotives may 
give place to machinery operated by 
electricity or compressed air; the two 
rails may in prooeas of time become 
one. Cars, both passenger and freight, 
may be still further improved, but in 
the main the railway system of 1950 
will be simply an improvement on 
what exists to-day, with an ever-pres¬ 
ent speed limit of less than 100 miles 
an hour. 

"There is a department of railway 
travel, however, that demands and 
will experience radical changes, and 
that is urban and suburban rapid 
transit of both passengers and 
freight; it is

Sydney and Melbonrne have been de* 
aoribed aa tbe London and Liverpool of 
AuatralLa, while Newcastle, tbe eecond 
port in New South Wales, bae been 
favorably compared with ita prototypa 
on tbe Tyne. Sydney and Newcastle 
are tbe two great centres of tbe New 
South Walee shipping trade, which is 
considerably larger than that of any 
other colony, not even excepting Vic¬ 
toria. Am Mr. Coghlan, tbe New South 
Wales Government statistician, points 
out, for natural facilities for shipping, 
Sydney stands ubrivalled. Tbe water 
deepens abruptly from the shores, eo 
that tbe largest vessels may be berth¬ 
ed alongside the wharves and quays. 
Tbe colonial Government bolds the 
shores of Sydney Cove, better known 
as Circular Quay, an /immense bay, 
along tbe margin of wbicb magnificent 
wharves have been constructed, cap¬ 
able of berthing vessels of 7,000 tons 
register. Tbe depth of water at low 
tide ranges between 28 and SO feet, and 
tbe wharves have an available front¬ 
age of 5,620 feet. The Colonial Gov¬ 
ernment also owns many thousands of 
feet of water frontage Ln other parts 
of the harbor, which is divided into a 
number of minor harbors, tbe largest 
and most important being Darling 
Harbor. All the wharves belonging to 
the State are fitted with steam cranes 
and other appliances for tbe speedy 
discharge of the largest ships con¬ 
structed. 

HANDLING CARGOES. 

The appliances for handling cargo on 
the Plymouth wharfs, which are 3,500 
feet in length, consist of four steam 
cranes of len tons each, and on all the 
jetties the railway line is laid down 
to the water’s edge. The Government 
wharfs at Darling Harbor are 4,000 ft. 
in length, and are fitted with a steam 
crane of ten tons. Cowper Wharf, at 
Woolloomooloo Bay, is 8,000 feet in 
length, and also contains e'xcellent ac¬ 
commodation for large vessels. At 
Blackwuttle Bay, there Ls a Govern- 
mexit wharf, 1,103 feet Ln length. Tl^ 
wharfage frontage in Port JaJtxsol 
belonging to the Government is about 
17,520 feet, and this is being increased 
by State resumption of land. 'Pow¬ 
erful shipping appliances and roomy 
stores, as well as electric lighting, 
are to be found on all the important 
wharves. CTbe total frontage of the 
public and private wharves amounts to 
I about seven miles. The dock aocom* 
modation in Sydney harbor is exten¬ 
sive. There are three graving docks, 
tw(> belonging to tbe State, capable oi 
receiving vessels of the largest size, 
and a fourth, the largest Ln the south¬ 
ern hemisphere^ is in process of con¬ 
struction by private enterprise. 

FLOATING DOCKS. 

There are also five floating docks, 
and three patent slips. Newcastle is al¬ 
so a well equipped port, where vessels 
of 4,000 tons c.in be safely berthed,

^ FLOATING DOCKS. 

There are also five floating docks, 
and three patent slips. Newcastle is al¬ 
so a well equipped port, where vessels 
of 4,000 tons can be safely berthed, 
every modern steim and hydraulic ap¬ 
pliance for loadidg coal being found on 
its wharfs. The Stdte owns nearly all 
the wharfage, whlch*^ extends over a 
length of about 11,580 feet. The total 
length of the principal wharf la$7,760 
feet, Lo addition to which there ara 
four ballast Jetties 50 feet long aod*200 
feet apart ; 5,500 feet of the wharf is 
used for the shipment of coal. There 
are 12 hydraulic cranes of from! 9 to 25 
tons, each capable of shipping 1.000 
.tons of coal In twenty-four hours; and 
8 steam cranes of 15 tons. On the town 
side of the harbor there are 8,G07 feet 
of Government w'harfs, extending in a 
continuous line, 2,18U feet i)eing set 
apart of cargo berths for deep- 
draught vessels, 977 feet for timber 
and general cargo for light-draught 
vessels, and 500* feet for passengei^ 
steamers. The wharf at Stockton, a 
Newcastle suburb, is 600 feot long, all 
of which is used for the shipment of 
coal, with one 15-ton ateam crane and 
one shoot. 

PRIVATE SHOOTS. 

In addition to the appliances men- 
tioaed, there are seven privite shoots 
for the loading of coal. By the [lort 
regulations, steamers are required to 
receive coal at the steam cranes on 
Bullock Island, the leading Govern- 
*m?nt wharf, at the rate of 500 tons 
per day, and at the rate of 000 tons 
at the hydraulic cranes. Sailing ves¬ 
sels are expected to receive at least 
400 tons p*r d>y from the steam cranes 
and 600 tons p*r day from the hydrau¬ 
lic. cranes. It is estimated that 28,800 
ton.s of coal per day can be shipped 
at Newcastle, when all the apiiliances 
^belonging to the State and private 
companies are brought into u:re. There 
an also two slips owned by private in¬ 
dividuals, capable of taking up ves.sels 
of SOO and 1,200 tons respectively. All 
this, is exclusive of facilities furn- 
Lsbed by the minor p‘)rts of the colony, 
stalths, cranes and other cuul-shipping 
appliances being founj at Wollongoing, 
Bull!, Coal Cliff and oth.*r ports. Pii- 
valc a.s well as Government wharfs 
have also been established at all (he 
chief centres of population on the 
coastal rivers.

DIGESTABLE PASTRY. ^ 

An ordinarj pic, upper and under 
crust, with a layer of fruit between, 
IS not especially tempting, but a deep 
c»al diab heaped with thinly-aliced 
apples, or filled with juicy fruit and 
topped with a thin brown crust, is 
quite another story. If the pastry 
maker of the family will but make up 
her mind to reverse the old rules for 
producing light pastry and actually 
use boiling instead of ice water, pie 
nejed no longer be forbidden even to 
those with delicate digestions. The 
pastry made in this way is not “puffy,' 
for it is the hard flakes of cold but¬ 
ter that cause the tempting “puff' 
that is so indlg^tible. It is, how¬ 
ever beautifully light and the hot 
water seems to transform the short¬ 
ening and rob it of its usual ill- 
e/fects. 

To make, proceed as follows: Sift a 
scant pint of flour with quarter of 
a teaspoonful each of baking powder 
and salt. Stir two larga teaspoon- 
fuis of lard into a teacup of boiling 
water, and while still boiling hot use 
this to stir th3 flour into a dough of 
the right consistency to roll out easily. 
It is well to use the water a Uttle 
at a time, as flour differs, and it^inay 
not ail be needed. Roll out thin and 
bake in a rather quick oven. 

Left-over veal cutlet, chicken or 
gam3 prepared as follows is very ap- 
p‘tiding, both in appearance and flavor: 
Cut the. meat into neat bits and brush 
these singly with warih butter, cook 
for ten minutes in a quick oven after 
spreading the whole with a paste made 
by mixing together a teaspoonful 
each of French and English Mustard, 
two tablespoonfuls of chutney, chopped 
fine, Siilt, cayenne and black pepper 
to taste and half a lemuu squeezed 
over the top. Dress some chopped 
celery or shredded lettuce with a 
French dressing, place this, mound- 
shapi'd, in the centre of a dish on a 
paper-lace mat, and put the meat 
arouud it. Raw cabbage sliced thinly 
with a sharp knife may be used for the 
centre. 

When parts of fowl are left over 
remove the meat from the bones, 
cover them with cold salted water and 
simmer until all the “good' is ex¬ 
tracted. Reject meat and gristle, 
then pound the meat in a mortar (or 
its substitute), afterward mLx well 
with a teacupful of boiled rice, add a 
tablespoouful of melted butter, pep- 
p<T and salt to taste and half a tea¬ 
cupful of the stock procured from the 
bones. Rub the mixture through a 
hair sieve, then add the well-beaten 
yolks of four eggs and lastly the stiff¬ 
ened whiles of two. iiake about fif¬ 
teen minutes in small paper cases. 
The oven must be moderate, as if for 
custard, ^ 

Many nioe economical little side 
dishes require a mortar and hair 
sieve. The cool months are the special 
time for relishes, and the wise home 
caterer will arm herself with these 
and like appliances for the proper 
making of these dainties.

The unruptured 
starch cells are penetrated with great 
difficulty by the digestive fluids, but 
when thoroughly cooked, potatoes are 
not difficult of digestion. A baked 
poiato is as a rule more digestible than 
a l-oiled one. Pervsyns who are troubl¬ 
ed with in(iige.stion or dysp<*psia may, 
however, find potatoes very harmful, 
•ill e they ferment very easily. 

SLEEP FOR CHILDREN. 

In a series of parlor talks given to 
.v<’ung mothers by a skilled phj'sician 
u number of luacLical suggestions were 
laid down regarding the sleeps Q^es- 
sary for infants and growing children. 
Never wake a child unless absolutely 
necessary. Good sleep is a necessity 
if health and growth are to be main- 
laiiud.' A healthy iTormal baby will 
sle»‘p. 18 out of 21 hours, w'hich gradu- 
iily diminishes until at two years 15 
out of 21 hours W'ill suffice. This 
amount of sleep is gradually reduced 
until at 15 years old 11 out of the 24 
should be spent in bed. The midday 
nap for babies is most desirable. At 
this time they should be entirely un¬ 
dressed and put to bed. After the 
fourth or fifth year children will not 
sleep in the daytime. In regard to 
a child’s bed, a good spring bed, a hair 
mattress and blankets not too heavy 
should be provided. A feather bed 
should never be permitted, only when 
a chi hi is exceptionally delicate and 
difficult to keep warm. Otheiwvsie it 
is too heating. Childj*en should be 
put to sleep in a comfortable room, 
not too warm. If possible, they 
^hould always sleep by themselves and 
never in any case with a sick person.

History of “Jack” Roach. 

Montreal, June 10.—Detective Snthergill 
18 back in Montreal from Boston. He was'

At one time be was em¬ 
ployed on the Grand Trank Railroad, but 
to the best of witness’ recollection the 
defendant only worked there a month or 
two. From 1893 he did not recall that 
he followed any regular employment. 
In the spring of 1897 witness saw Roach 
in the company of Holden. In oonse- 
(juence of imformation received relative to 
the arrest of Roach, Witness came to 
Boston. When he saw the defendant at 
police bead-quarters here Detective Bather- 
gill testified that Roach would recognize 
him. When any reference was made to 
the robbery the defendant replied that they 
most be mistaken. Witness then threat- 
to bring tho defendant’s mdtber from 
Montreal to identfy him, which Roach 
remarked: “Yon would not do that, 
would you Billy ?” Witness said that his 
first name was William, and that a great 
many of his friends in Montreal called him 
“Billy” for short.
